R  U  LES. 

1.  — This  Hospital,  supported  by  Voluntary  Subscriptions 
and  such  Payments  as  the  Patients  are  able  to  afford,  foi 
the  relief  of  Sufferers  from  disease  or  accident,  as  In  or 
Out-Patients,  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee. 

2.  — The  Committee  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  Life  Governors 
and  Subscribers  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards.  Every  donor  of  £25 
in  one  year  shall  be^  a  Life  Governor.  The  Committee 
shall  consist  of  18  Members,  of  whom  6  shall  be  ladies. 
Every  Member  of  the  Committee  shall  retire  after  3  years, 
retirements  taking  place  in  alphabetical  order.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  appoint  a  “  House  Committee,”  consisting  of 
2  ladies  and  2  gentlemen,  meeting  fortnightly  and  report¬ 
ing  quarterly,  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  to  be  ex-officio  members.  They  shall  also  ap¬ 
point  a  Finance  Committee,  consisting  of  Five  Members  of 
the  General  Committee,  together  with  the  officers,  and 
this  Sub-Committee  shall  be  authorised  to  pass  accounts  and 
sign  cheques  on  behalf  of  the  General  Committee. 
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3.  — The  President,  the  Trustees,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  and  the  Medical  Officers,  shall  be  ex-ofjicio 
Members  of  the  Committee.  Three  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  form  a  quorum. 

4.  — The  Establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Matron,  resident  in 
the  Hospital,  and  such  Assistants  as  may  be  required. 

5.  — Subscriptions  shall  be  considered  due  on  the  1st  of  Janu¬ 
ary  each  year.  No  Admission  Letters  are  issued,  but  the 
Committee  welcome  personal  letters  regarding  patients  from 
subscribers,  Secretaries  of  Hospital  CollectionCommittees, 
Clergymen  and  others,  and  value  this  assistance  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  ability  of  patients  to  contribute  towards  their 
cost  of  maintenance. 

6.  — Persons  suffering  from  advanced  stages  of  Pulmonary 
Consumption,  or  Scarlet  Fever,  or  Small  Pox  shall  not  be 
admitted. 

7.  — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  Hospital.  Patients  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Matron. 

8.  — All  Legacies,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall  be  invest¬ 
ed  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees, 
in  such  a  manner  as  the  Committee  shall  direct.  The 
Treasurer  shall  receive  the  dividends  and  interest 
arising  therefrom,  and  place  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  annual  account.  The  principal  of  the  sums 
thus  invested  shall  not  be  applied  to  make  good  any 
deficiency  in  the  annual  account,  but  shall  remain  at  inter¬ 
est,  with  power  to  the  Trustees  to  change  the  Securities 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 

9.  — The  Statement  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure  shall 
be  submitted  to  an  annual  meeting,  and  a  copy  furnished 
to  each  Subscriber. 

10.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws 
for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  details  connected  with 
the  Hospital. 


SAYERNAKE  HOSPITAL  REPORT, 

1927. 

COMMITTEE  beg  to  present  the  Report  and  State- 
ment  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1927. 

The  total  number  of  in-patients  treated  during  the  year 
was  798,  compared  with  795  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
439  were  discharged  cured, 206  relieved,  eleven  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  other  institutions,  eight  infants  were  born  in  the 
Hospital,  48  patients  died,  and  81  remained  in  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  has  been  71.5, 
the  number  of  days  in  Hospital  26,089,  and  the  average  cost 
of  a  patient  per  week  £1  10s.  4d.  It  should  be  noticed  that 
this  latter  figure  is  arrived  at  by  neglecting  the  annual  value 
of  gifts  in  kind  and  unpaid  services,  which  partly  explains 
the  extraordinarily  low  figure.  The  number  of  major  opera¬ 
tions  was  381,  compared  with  449  last  year,  in  addition  to 
135  operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  63  other  minor 
operations  and  558  dental  operations.  Three  hundred  and 
thirteen  out-patients  were  treated. 

On  June  29th  the  new  buildings  were  officially  declared 
open  by  the  Marchioness  of  Ailesbury,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  gathering  of  friends  and  well-wishers,  including  many 
old  patients.  The  buildings  consist  of  a  new  men’s  ward, 
and  a  new  children’s  ward,  on  the  best  modern  lines,  an 
out-patients’  and  dental  department,  massage  room,  and  a 
number  of  small  isolation  wards,  while  the  water  supply  and 
heating  apparatus  have  been  improved  and  extended  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  extensions,  and  the  drives  and  paths 
improved. 

The  Matron’s  appeal  for  an  Equipment  Fund  in  order 
to  furnish  the  extensions  met  with  a  most  generous 
response,  and  a  separate  report  of  this  fund,  which  amounted 
to  £890,  is  appended. 

The  Committee  would  especially  draw  attention  to  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Hartigan,  the  Chairman,  and  others  which 
enabled  an  ultra-violet  ray  apparatus,  radiant  heat  lamp 
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and  valuable  additional  X-ray  apparatus  to  be  installed, 
with  which  most  satisfactory  work  is  being  done.  Since  the 
opening  of  the  new  buildings,  the  general  work  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  has  gone  steadily  forward  under  very  much  improved 
conditions. 

There  has  been,  as  was  anticipated, an  increased  expendi¬ 
ture  in  certain  directions,  but  it  will  be  seen  from  the  State¬ 
ment  of  Accounts  that  receipts  only  failed  to  meet  expendi¬ 
ture  by  £75,  which  is  a  wonderful  tribute  to  the  generosity 
of  the  neighbourhood  and  a  matter  of  profound  satisfaction 
to  the  Committee,  when  the  special  calls  on  the  public  in 
connection  with  the  new  buildings  and  their  equipment  are 
taken  into  consideration. 

A  further  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  occupied  will 
be  observed,  owing  to  orthopaedic  cases  of  long  duration, 
although  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with  remains  almost 
stationary,  and  the  Committee  reported  at  their  meeting 
in  September  that,  owing  to  the  number  of  urgent  cases, 
it  had  been  found  quite  impossible  to  keep  the  number  of 
patients  down  to  the  figure  previously  suggested.  There 
has,  however,  been  no  infringement  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  owing  to  the  greatly  increased 
accommodation. 

The  Committee  must  again  record  their  unbounded 
gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  the  Honorary 
Dental  Officer,  the  Matron  and  her  nursing  staff,  and  their 
appreciation  of  the  wonderful  success  of  their  work.  This, 
work  becomes  more  onerous  and  exacting  each  year,  and 
it  always  finds  the  Staff  willing  and  ready  to  cope  with  it 
efficiently.  An  increasing  amount  of  valuable  assistance 
has  been  given  by  the  ladies  of  the  Marlborough  V.A.D. 

The  subscription  list  is  a  wonderful  record  of  generosity, 
capable  effort  and  kindly  feeling  towards  the  hospital  on 
the  part  of  all  classes  in  the  large  district  which  it  serves. 
Much  remains  unrecorded  such  as  the  Pound  Day, 
Harvest  and  Egg  collections  and  the  invaluable  work  of 
linen  guilds  and  working  parties. 
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The  Committee,  on  their  own  behalf  and  on  behalf  of 
the  many  grateful  patients,  must  express  their  sincere  grati¬ 
tude  to  all  who  have  helped  the  Hospital  in  such  a  variety 
of  ways  during  the  past  year.  They  have  their  reward  in  the 
knowledge  that  a  very  great  amount  of  suffering  has  been 
relieved  and  many  lives  restored  to  usefulness  and  health 
by  what  they  have  done  or  given. 

The  Committee  would  record  their  thanks  to  Mr.  W.  J. 
Parker,  for  valuable  advice  as  Hon.  Architect,  to  Mr.  J.  C. 
Porter,  for  considerable  help  in  legal  matters,  and  to  Mr. 
E.  F.  J.  Williams  for  kindly  auditing  the  accounts. 

The  Committee  has  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  Matthew  Vaughan.  He  had  served  on  the  General 
Committee  and  on  the  Finance  Committee  for  many  years, 
and  was  rarely  absent  from  a  meeting,  where  the  keen  inte¬ 
rest  he  shewed  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  and  the  details 
of  its  working  was  fully  appreciated  by  his  fellow  workers. 
The  Committee  would  tender  their  deepest  sympathy  to  Mrs. 
Vaughan  in  her  great  loss.
